work in front of his house and Mr. May 
had jost gone In his honse when the ex­ 
plosion occurred. 


The honse is a one story fram e with 
tw o cellars, and is located almost di­ 
rectly across from the G rant street 
school honse. 
The fam ily had the gsts 
taken ont of their honse four or five 


was blown down and badly damaged. It 
is fully 2(K) feet from the well, and the 
only explanation for this explosion is 
that the gas followed a crevice. 


There is no donbt that the hill is filled 
w ith crevices, for investigations have 
been made.

a stone quarry near where his residence 
now stands, and came across a crack in 
the rocks and, althongh he tried, was 
unable to find the bottom of it.

Mrs. May, who has been ill for a month 
with typhoid fever, was lying on a bed 
in the back room and with her were her 
son and an adopted daughter.

now stands, and came across a crack in 
the rocks and, although he tried, was 
nnable to find the bottom of it. Immedi­ 
ately back of his residence he now has a 
hole dog in the ground and covered 
with boards, and although^ is walled 
with stone he states that it is impossible 
to fill it with water as it will ran oat as 
fast as it is pat in, and not a drop of the 
water runs in the cellar of Mrs. Mayes 
honse which is directly in line with the 
hole. 
There is a wooden ping in the cistern 
back of the residence of Mr. Carraher, 
and when the ping is removed the water 
will ran to the cellar of a house occupied 
by William Craven which is located 
several hundred feet down the hill from 
the cistern.

The addition

ant legislative act. 
The most important of the bills [Missed 
arc the army reorganization bill, the 
naval personnel bill, the hill providing 
acinic of law for Alaska, the omnibus 
claims bill and numerous important pub­ 
lic building bills. Only three or four 
bills which had passed both houses of 
congress failed to receive the president’s 
signature aud to become laws.

There is no doubt that the hill is filled 
with crevices, for investigations have 
been made. 
Mr. York at one time had 
a stone quarry near where his residence 
now stands, and came across a crack in 
the rocks and. although he tried, was 
nnable to find the bottom of it. Immedi­ 
ately back of his residence he now has a 
hole dog in the ground and covered 
with boards, and although^ is walled 
with stone he states that it is impossible 
to fill it with water as it will run out as 
fast as it is put in, and not a drop of the 
water runs in the cellar of Mrs. Mayes 
house which is directly in line with the 
hole. 
There is a wooden plug in the cistern 
back of the residence of Mr. Oarraher, 
and when the plug is removed the water 
will run to the cellar of a house occupied 
by William Craven which is located 
several hundred feet down the hill from 
the cistern. 
The gas companies had men on the 
scene all night, but they did not succeed 
in locating the leak, although yesterday 
morning the gas had seemingly escaped 
and could uo longer be ignited at the 
well. 
The news spread over the city in a 
remarkably short space of time, and the 
visited bv numerous 
spectators. 
Many theories were ad­ 
vanced as to the probable reason of 
the explosion, but the most plausible one 
is that there is a leak somewhere and 
the gas either accumnlated in the crev­ 
ices or followed a water pipe. 
Mr. May is somewhat improved this 
morning, but it will be several days be­ 
fore he is again in good condition. 
Rep­ 
resentatives of the gas companies were 
notified Saturday evening that the house 
was in their charge, and as soon as the 
blame is fixed some one will probably be 
asked to pay for the rained house 
The Ohio Valley Gas company state 
they have no main within 150 feet of 
the honse. Their line runs out Prospect 
street to the Calcutta road and thence 
north to Wall street. 
They have no 
line south of Prospect street. 
Their line 
war stripped yesterday and an inspection 
made by City Inspector Harris anil the 
company inspector and no leak of any 
kind was found. 
Their gas has uever 
been shut off since the explosion. 
This morning Merritt Greene and F. 
L. Williams, of Pittsburg, president and 
secretary of the Bridgewater company, 
accompanied by Thomas McAllister, of 
Rochester, a superintendent of the com­ 
pany, arrived in the city, and the work 
of stripping their lines was commenced.

When ibe river drivers leave the logs 
at the up river booms and board the 
trains for Bangor, they don’t stop to 
change their clothes, bnt come to town 
with red shirts, nailed shoes and all 
They prod the car floors full of little 
holes and tear rents in the cushions of 
the seats, occasionally also jabbing a 
few of the spikes into the iustepsof un­ 
armored passengers. 
When they leave 
the cars, they proceed directly to the 
saloons, and there they work more 
havoc. 
Lust spring a lot of drivers got 
into a barroom where a new maple floor 
had just been laid. and after they had 
crunched around the place long enough 
to spend $2 for whisky the floor looked 
as though it had been peppered with 
bird shot, and the saloon keeper reck­ 
oned his loss at $40 He had made about 
GO cents profit on the drinks, and so he 
charged up $39.40 to the spiked shoes. 
All over Bangor may be seen floors 
punched full of little holes by the shoe 
calks of river drivers, and there is 
scarcely a policeman in the city who 
has not been prodded with the spikes 
of drunken drivers.

The private life of Rudyard Kipling 
has alway** been screened from the pub­ 
lic 
but a few biographical odds 
and ends have at one time or another 
men the light. 
For example, we know 
something of what his duties were on 
The Civil and Military Gazette. He had 
to prepare for the press all the tele­ 
grams of the day; he had to provide 
extracts and paragraphs; he made arti­ 
cles out of official reports; he wrote 
brief editorial notes; he kept an eye on 
snorts and looked after local news gen­ 
erally . finally he read all proofs except 
fchose of editorials, and on top of all 
this work he composed innumerable 
verses and etoriea 
In his remarkable 
story of “ The Man Who Would Be 
K ing” ho has given na a sketch of him­ 
self sitting at his desk one Saturday 
night waiting to put tho paper to press 
“ A king or courtier was dying at the 
other end of tho world.” ho says, “ and 
the paper wan to be held until the last 
possible moment. 
It was a pitchy, 
black, hot night and 
raining -now 
and again a spot of almost boiling 
water would fall on the dust. 
* * * 
The thing, whatever it was, was keep­ 
ing us back. 
It, would not come-off. 
■* * 
• I drowsed off and wondered 
whether the telegram was a blessing 
and whether th is dying* man was a w a r e 
of the inconvenience and delay he w a s 
causing. • • * Tho clock hands crept 
up to 3 o’clock, and the machines spun 
their flywheels two or three times to see 
that all was in order before I said the 
word that would set them off. 
I could 
have shrieked aloud. Then the roar and 
rattle of the wheels shivered the quiet 
into little bits. 
It was in this trying environment that 
Kipling nevertheless composed some of 
his best things. In a couple of pages on 
•'•My First Book. ” which he contributed 
fix) McClure’s four or five years age, lie 
told something about the way in which 
his verses were written, saying 
“ Bad as they were. I burned twice as 
many as were published, and of the sui 
vivors at least 1 wo-thirds wi re cut down 
it the last moment. 
Nothing can l'<> 
wholly bountiful that is not useful, and 
therefore my verses were made to ease 
off the perpetual strife between the 
manager extending his advertisements 
.and my chief fighting for his reading 
matter. They were horn to be sacrificed. 
Kukn Din, the foreman of our side, ap 
proved of them immensely, for he was 
a Moslem of culture. 
He would say 
•Your poetry very good, sir ; just coin­ 
ing proper length today. 
You giving 
more soon. One-third column just. prop- 
•er. 
Always can take on third page.' 
-Mnhvnond. who set them np, had an un­ 
pleasant way of referring to a new lyric 
jis ek aur chia—one more thing—which 


I never liked 
The job side. too, were 
unsympathetic, because I used to raid 
into their type for private proofs with 
old English and Gothic headlines. Even 
a Hindoo does not like to find the serifs 
of his f’s cut away to make long b’s. 
And in this manner, week by week, my 
verses came to be printed in the paper. 
• 
Of onrse these versos immediately a t­ 
tracted tho attention of the English ex­ 
iles in India, and scores of people soon 
began to demand the publication of the 
•by in os in book form. This was a little 
more than Kipling had bargained for 
when ho dashed off his linos as the exi­ 
gencies of the paper or the inspiration of 
the moment suggested. 
Here again we 
may quote bis own words: 
“ A real lunik was ontof t,bequeathal, 
bnt I knew that Rnkn Din and tho office 
• bint wore at my disposal at a price if 
\ did not use the office time; also I had 
aandled in tho previous year a couple 
of small books, of which I was part 
owner, and had lost nothing. 
So there 
was built a sort of hook, a lean, oblong 
docket, wire stitched, to imitate a D. 
!> government enveh pe, printed on one 
side only, bound iii brown paper and 
secured with red tape. It was addressed 
to all heads of departments and all gov­ 
ernment officials, and among a pile of 
papers would have deceived a clerk of 
-.*<) years service. 
Of these ‘books’ we 
made some hundreds, and as there was 
su) necessity for advertising, my public 
being to my hand. I took reply post 
cards, printed the news of the birth of 
the book on one side, the blank order 
form on tin’ oth r, and posted them up 
cmd down the or \ re from Aden to 
Singapore and from Quetta to Colombo 
rhere was no trade discount, no reckon­ 
ing twelves as thirteens, no commission 
md no credit of a n y kind w h a t e v e r 
The money c a m e bac k in poor but hon­ 
est rupees and was transferred from tile 
publisher, the left hand pocket, direct 
the author, t h e right hand pocket. 
Every copy sold in a few weeks, aud 
'he ratio of expenses to profits, as I re­ 
member it, has since prevented my in­ 
juring my health by sympathizing with 
publishers who talk of their risks and 
advertisements. 


capling a old editor in India. E. Kay 
Robinson, has written some delightful 
reminiscences of the famous author. 
When they first became acquainted, tile 
editor was disappointed in his assistant, 
but they soon became fast friends. Mr. 
Robinson gives some amusing notes on 
the personality of his colleague. 
He j 
says • 
“ There was one peculiarity of Kip­ 
ling's work which I really must men­ 
tion— n a m e l y , the amount of ink he 
used to throw about. 
In the heat of 
summer white cotton trousers and a 
thin v e st constituted h is office a ttir e . 
Btut ny the day s end he was spotter! all 
over like a Dalmatian dog. 
He had a 
habit of dipping his pen frequently and 
deep into the ink pot, aud as all his 
movements were abrupt, almost jerky, 
the ink used to fly. 
When he darted 
into my room. as he used to do about 
one thing or another in connection 
with the contents of the paper a dozen 
times in the morning. I had to shout to 
him to ‘stand off,’ otherwise, as I knew 
by experience, the abrupt halt he would 
make and the flourish with which he 
placed the proof in his hand before me 
would send the penful of ink—he al­ 
ways had a full pen iii his hand—flying 
a1) over me. 
Driving or sometimes 
walking home to breakfast in his light 
attire, plentifully besprinkled with ink, 
his spectacled face peeping out under 
an enormous, mushroom shaped pith 
hat, Kipling was a quaint looking ob­ 
ject. • • • When I knew Kipling in 
India, he was bubbling over with poet­ 
ry, which his hard day’s office work 
gave him no time to write. The efforts 
of the native police band in the public 
gardens at Lahore to discourse English 
music to a sparse gathering of native 
nurses and infants would awaken as 
we passed some rhythm with accom­ 
panying words in his mind, and he 
would be obviously ill at case because 
he could not get within reach of pen 
and ink. 
Whether Kipling would ever 
have been much of a musician I cannot 
say, hut I know that all the poems he 
wrote during the years we worked to­ 
gether—many of the ‘Departmental 
Ditties,’ for instance—were written 
not only to music, hut as music.

have before me now one of Kipling’s 
poems of the ‘Departmental Ditty’ or­ 
der which was never published. One of 
India’s ‘little wars’ was in progress, 
and our special correspondent had tele­ 
graphed that on account of our newspa­ 
per’s comments on tho composition of 
the general’s staff he had been boycotted 
by the general’s orders.

Here he produced

master verse of ‘The Seven Seas’ that 
marked him as a major poet, many of 
the incomparable stories of the ‘Jungle 
Books’ aud the whole of that delight­ 
fully vivid and vigorous tale of the 
Gloucester fisher folk. ‘Captains Coura­ 
geous. ’ Although he had not yet reach­ 
ed the ‘dollar a word’ period of his au­ 
thorship, his neighbors considered that 
‘his was the most profitable industry in 
the town. ’ 
“ The later hours of the day were de­ 
voted to exercise—including a daily ex­ 
cursion to tin* postoffice 
and to recrea­ 
tions which show him to be thoroughly 
in love with life, notwithstanding the 
inexorable fatalism of some of his tales 
His aversion to horses disinclining him 
for driving, lie at first walked much 
over the surrounding hills and through 
all the near countryside. Later he pre 
ferred bicycling, and was often met iii 
the rural roads and lanes mounted upon 
his wheel, and not infrequently accum 
pained by his wife. 
In these afternoon 
excursions 
his 
short, sturdy, broad 
shouldered figure was usually clad iii a 
plain suit of gray; his round, swarthy 
face was shaded by a broad brimmed 
soft hat; his gray blue eyes always look­ 
ed through glasses worn to correct as­ 
tigmatism. 
He rode rapidly and well, 
and had a ready salutation for every 
passing acquaintance. Occaisonally he 
found recreation iu cultivating his gar­ 
den or in winter shoveling aside the 
newly fallen snow, in going abroad upon 
snowshoes, or gleefully coasting over 
the glittering crust upon his own hill-

Connecticut has found an advocate of 
a return to the whipping post as a 
means of punishing criminals, especial 
Iy the younger criminals, in Simeon E 
Baldwin, judge of the Connecticut sn 
preme court of errors and professor of 
constitutional law in Yale university 
Judge Baldwin believes that modern 
methods of punishing crime are alto 
gather too refined, that they are not 
severe enough to have any deterrent 
effect npon the criminals whom they 
are intendei to reform Judge Baldwin 
stated his :ase at a recent meeting of 
the Munic.pal Judges 
association of 
Connecticut, which met in New Haven 
before which lie read a paper on “ Cor 
poral Punishment.' 
“ Society.’ 
said 
Jndge 
Baldwin, 
“ needs to lie protected from the crim 
mal. and the sending of young and old 
to a penal institution, where they are 
further schooled in crime, does not any 
longer have the sanction of the com 
Biunity Whipping is a form of punish 
inent which all men shrink from 
The 
stigma of it is felt alike by hardened 
criminal and novice in crime 
More 
over. the pain is sharp and compara­ 
tively of short duration 
On the other 
hand, it i9 admitted that to the crim 
inal 
it makes bnt 
little difference 
whether he is sent to prison for one 
year or half a score for many of them 
find better homes and certainly better 
care there than anywhere else 
To the 
industrious aud self respecting citizen 
imprisonment is a dreaded punishment 
bnt not so to the old offender 
Jndge Baldwin reviewed the effect 
which the whipping post had had in 
southern states, and said it could be re­ 
vived in Connecticut with advantage to 
the community and to the criminal 
classes 
He described wife beating as a 
crime that could be treated advantage­ 
ously by the application of the lash. 
and he also thought that it would be 
fai more beneficial to boys than a term 
in the reform school 
He declared that 
many young men and boys would re­ 
form their ways if on their first ap 
pearance in court they received a sound 
drubbing instead of being sentenced to 
a short term in jail. 
It was only silly 
prejudice that could prevent the rein­ 
stitution of this good old Connecticut 
blue law It was natural to believe that 
the New Haven public might be shock­ 
ed by the erection of a whipping post 
upon the old green, but he thought that 
any squeamishness on this score would 
bo balanced by the great benefit that 
would accrue to the community 
lf this 
sentiment were too strong the stripes 
might be administered in private, in 
the cell room of the local jail or work 
house 
In any case the professor was 
persuaded that what th** criminal classes 
of Connecticut and other states needed 
above all things was a good, old fash 
toned whipping post and a vigoions ad 
ministrator of the same 
He thought 
that the time had come to put an end to 
the attractiveness of modem jail life 
and to substitute something in its place 
that would really lie distasteful to those 
who fell under the jurisdiction of the 
courts

BLOWN TO PIECES 


Gas Explosion Wrecked a Cal­ 
cutta Road House. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF FAMILY

The most disastrous pas explosion that 
has happened in this city since the time 
the residence of Dr. W. L. Thompson 
was blown ap occurred Saturday even 
in# and as a result the home of Thomas 
May, Calcutta road, is 
a 
complete 
wreck. 
The first explosion occurred at the 
home of Thomas York early in the 
evening. 
His wife started to light the 
lamp, but the match was blown oat aud 
ihe made the remark that she smelled 
gas or gasoline, and Mr. York said it 
must be gasoline, aud leaned over the 
lamp to light it when the explosion took 
place, arid he had his hair and mustache 
slightly singed. 
The family do not 
barn gas in the house and realizing that 
there must be a leak in the gas main, 
Mr. York notified a representative of 
the Bridgewater Gas company and they 
sent a man to the scene to see if they 
coaid locate the leak. 
The gas was es­ 
caping from a water box in front of the 
house of Mr. May and was burning. 
Mr. Hanter and Mr. Kinsey, of the 
Bridgewater 
Gas company, were at 
work in front of his house and Mr. May 
had just gone iii his house when the ex­ 
plosion occurred. 
The house is a one story frame with 
two cellars, and is located almost di­ 
rectly across from the Grant street, 
school house. 
The family had 
taken out of their hoase four 
years ago, and the pipe taken np to the 
curb, and while the smell of gas was 
strong in the house they felt no alarm. 
Mrs. May, who has been ill fqr a month 
with typhoid fever, was lying on a bed 
in the back room and with her were her 
son and an adopted daughter. 
There 
were two grate fires in the house, and 
one lamp lighted. Mr.May had just gone 
to th*» bauk cellar and the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
The walls in the front part of the 
hoose and the entire front was blown 
out, and the roof fell in, while articles 
that had been in the home were blown 
clear across*th** street, and the organ 
was blown across the pavement into the 
gutter. 
The house, luckily, was not built solid, 
and the two rooms -it the back were not 
damaged to any great extent, leaving 
the family with the exception of Mr. 
May uninjured. 
Mr. May was blown 
across the cellar and again the wall, aud 
had his 
head considerably cat and 
burned, 
while 
there 
were 
numer­ 
ous 
burns 
and 
braises 
on 
his 
faoe 
and 
head. 
A 
small 
blaze 
■tarted, but the son crawled oat through 
the debris aud attached a small garden 
hose,and with the assistance of neighbors 
and backets it was quickly extinguished. 
The fire department had arrived on the 
scene by this time, and Mrs. May was 
carried out on a door, the roof in falling 
having left an opening underneath suf­ 
ficient to let a person pass through by 
stooping. 
She and Mr. May were taken 
to the home of Peter Wolf, where they

I gas, and in the evening after the explos­ 
ion had taken place a piece of tin spont- 
! ing was placed in the well and when a 
match was struck the gas ignited and 
blazed out for a distance of several feet. 
About 12 o’clock the gas seemingly went 
out, and a short time after it blazed up 
at a considerable height from the water 
box in front of tho house of Mr. May 
aud there was a third explosion, but this 
time in a different place. 
A short dis­ 
tance back of the Calcutta road is a 
small house owned by Thomas York 
and occupied by Mrs. Mayes. 
When 
the gas went out at the well the stone 
stone retaining wall under this house 
was blown down and badly damaged. It 
is fully 200 feet from the well, and the 
only explanation for this explosion is 
that the gas followed a crevice. 
There is no doubt that the hill is filled 
with crevices, for investigations have 
been made. 
Mr. York at one time had 
a stone quarry near where his residence 
now stands, and came across a crack in 
the rocks and, although he tried, was 
unable to find the bottom of it. Immedi­ 
ately back of his residence he now has a 
hole dog in the ground and covered 
with boards, and although'it is walled 
with stone he states that it is impossible 
to fill it with water as it will run oat as 
fast as it is put in, and not a drop of the 
water runs in the cellar of Mrs. Mayes 
house which is directly iii line with the 
hole. 
There is a wooden ping in the cistern 
back of the residence of Mr. Carraher, 
and when the ping is removed the water 
will ran to the cellar of a house occupied 
by William Craven which is located 
several hundred feet down the hill from 
the cistern. 
The gas companies had men on the 
the gas scene all night, but they did not succeed 
or five in locating the leak, although yesterday 
morning the gaR had seemingly escaped 
and could no longer be ignited at the 
well. 
The news spread over the city in a 
remarkably short space of time, and the 
ruined house was visited bv numerous 
spectators. 
Many theories were ad 
vanned as to the probable reason of 
the explosion, bat the most plausible one 
is that there is a leak somewhere aud 
the gas either accumulated iii the crev­ 
ices or followed a water pipe. 
Mr. May is somewhat improved this 
morning, but if will he several days be 
fore he is again in good condition. 
Hep 
resentatives of the gas companies were 
notified Saturday evening that the house 
was in their charge, and as soon as the 
blame is fixed some one will probably be 
asked to pay for the ruined house 
The Ohio Valley Gas company state 
they have no main within 150 feet of 
the house. Their line runs out Prospect 
street to the Calcutta road and thence 
north to Wall street. 
They have no 
line south of IVospect street. 
Their line 
was stripped yesterday and an inspection 
made by City Inspector Harris and the 
company inspector and no leak of any 
kind was found. 
Their gas has uever 
been shot off since the explosion. 
This morning Merritt Greene and F. 
L. Williams, of Pittsburg, president and 
secretary of the Bridgewater company, 
accompanied by Thomas McAllister, of 
Rochester, a superintendent of the com­ 
pany, arrived in the city, and the work 
of stripping their lilies was commenced. 
City Inspector Harris is on the scene,

W ashington, Mart h ii.—Among tho 
important project" which failed to re­ 
ceive favorable attention in the (dosing 
days of congress were those providing 
a Pacific cubits, for a government armor 
plate plant, for an anti-ticket scalping 
law, for an eight*hour law and for a 
government for Hawaii. 
The project 
for the construction of a canal across 
the isthmus of Nicaragua made pro- 
gre.ss to the extent that a provision was 
attached to the river and harbor appro­ 
b a tio n providing for a very complete 
inquiry into the matter. 
The addition 
of a provision to the army appropriation 
bill forbidding the granting of property 
franchises iii Caba was also an import­ 
ant legislative act. 
The most important of the bills passed 
arc the army reorganization bill, the 
naval personnel bill, the bill providing 
a code of law for Alaska, the omnibus 
claims bill and numerous important pub­ 
lic building bills. 
Drily three or four 
bills which had passed both houses of 
congress failed to receive the president’s 
signature and to become laws. All these 
were private bills and some of them 
wi re pension bills granting pensions to 
persons who had died since tile bills 
were introduced. 
Un the naval bill the senate gained 
only one victory, and that will doubtless 
prove a barren one. The Tillman amend­ 
ment, fixing; the cost of armor plate for 
the battleships at $.’100 a ton, instead of 
the $445 of the house, was retained, but 
with a proviso that work ou none of the 
ships should be begun until the secre­ 
tary of the navy had a contract for the 
armor at the price stipulated. 
This 
means probably that no work will lie 
done on any of these battleships until 
another year has elapsed and the next 
congress h; s wrestled with the armor 
plate ques!., ii. 
The house provision for 
three battles!.ips, three first -class cruisers 
and six pm . ted cruisers prevailed over 
the reductions insisted upon by the 
senate. 
The naval bill, as passed, provides for 
the construction of two submarine tor- 
jh id uboats of tim Holland type, if, iii the 
judgment of the secretary of the navy, 
that type is more efficient than the 
Plunger ty p e. 
As the bill passed tin* 
house it provided for an enlisted force of 
20,000 men in tho navy. Tile number 
was reduced to 15,000 bv the senate. 
The eon terre es compromised half way 
between the two figures, and the law 
provides for 17,500 enlisted men in the 
navy.

AG AINST SPIKED SH O ES.

The Maine legislature has passed a 
bill forbidding the wearing of spiked 
shoes or boots iii pnblic places and ira 
posing a heavy tine for violations of the 
law 
This is hailed with joy by the 
railroad companies and the proprietors 
of hotels barrooms and other places 
frequented by river drivers, for they 
have all suffered greatly from the spiked 
shoe 
When ti*’ river drivers leave the logs 
at the up river booms and board the 
trains for Bangor, they don’t stop to 
change their clothes, bot come to town 
with red shirts, nailed shoes and all 
They prod the car floors full of little 
holes and tear rents in the cushions of 
the seats, occasionally also jabbing a 
few of the spikes into the insteps of un­ 
armored passengers. 
When they leave 
the cars, they proceed directly to the 
saloons, and there the}’ work more 
havoc. 
Last spring a lot of drivers got 
into a barroom where a new maple floor 
had jnst been laid, and after they had 
crunched around the place long enough 
to spend $2 for whisky the floor looked 
as though it had been peppered with 
bird shot, arid the saloon keeper reck­ 
oned his loss at $40 He had made about 
OO cents profit on the drinks, and so he 
charged up $89.40 to the spiked shoes. 
All over Bangor may be seen floors 
punched full of little holes by the shoe 
calks of river drivers, and there is 
scarcely a policeman in the city who 
has not been prodded with the spikes 
of drunken drivers. 
The spikes are a 
great help to a man who has to skim 
around on slippery logs for a living, but 
when it comes to wearing them in town 
every one but the driver* suffers

tvipling s old editor in India. E. K ay 
Robinson, has w ritten som e d eligh tfu l 
rem iniscences of th e fam ous author. 
W hen they first becam e acquainted, the 
editor w as disappointed in his assistant, 
but they soon becam e fast friends. Mr. 
Robinson g ives som e am using notes on 
the personality of bis colleague.

Judge B aldw in believes that modern 
m ethods of punishin g crim e are alto 
gather too refined, 
that they are not 
severe enough to have any deterrent 
effect upon tho crim inals whom they 
are in ten d s! to reform 
Judge B aldw in 
stated his -jane at a recent m eeting of 
tile Mu h ic.pal Judges 
association of 
C onnecticut, w hich m et in N ew H aven 
before w hich he read a paper on “ Cor 
poral P unishm ent 
“ S o c ie ty .’ 
said 
Judge 
B aldw in. 
I “ needs to la* protected from the crim 
m al. and the ten d in g of yonng and old 
to a penal in stitu tion , where they are 
further schooled in crim e, does not any 
longer have the sanction of the com 
m unity 
W hipping is a form of punish 
m ent w hich all men shrink from 
The 
stigm a of it is felt alike by hardened 
crim in al and novice in crim e 
Mere 
over, the pain is sharp and com para­ 
tively of short duration 
On the other 
hand, it is adm itted that to the crim j 
inal 
it 
m akes 
hut 
little 
difference! 
whether he is sent to prison for one 
year or half a score, for m any of them 
find better hom es and certainly better 
care there than anyw here else 
To the 
industrious and self respecting citizen 
im prisonm ent is a dreaded punishm ent 
bnt not so to the old offender 
Judge B aldw in review ed the effect 
w hich the w hipping |H>st had had in 
southern states, and said it could be re­ 
vived in C onnecticut w ith advantage to 
the com m unity and to the crim inal 
classes 
He described w ife beating as a 
crim e that could be treated advantage 
ously by the application of the lash. 
aud he also thought that it w ould be 
fax more beneficial to boys than a term 
in the reform school 
He declared that 
m any young men and boys would re­ 
form their w ays if on their first ap 
pearance in court they received a sound 
drubbing instead of being sentenced to 
a short term in jail 
It w as only silly 
prejudice that could prevent the reiu 
stitntinn of this good old C onnecticut 
blue law 
It w as natural to believe that 
the New H aven public m ight be shock­ 
ed by the erection of a w hipping post 
upon the old green, but he thought that 
HUY squeam ishness on this score w ould 
ho balanced by the great benefit that 
would accrue to the com m unity 
lf this 
sentim ent w ere too strong the stripes 
m ight he adm inistered in private, in 
the cell room of the local jail or w ork­ 
house 
In any case the professor was 
persuaded that w hat the crim inal classes 
of C onnecticut and other states needed
